LEFTIST GROUPS DENOUNCE REPRESSION IN FRENCH ANTILLES, GULANA

[Text] The representatives of seven Antillean leftist and extreme leftiat 
orpanizatione=-the Progressive Party of Martinique (PIM, autonomist), the 
Communiat Party of Martinique (PCM, autonomist), the Socialist Revolution Group 
(ORS, Trotekyite), the Antillean Emigration Rally, the Bobigny Antillean Guianan 
Association (Seine-Saint-Denis), a1] represented within the Permanent Antillean- 
Guianan Committee for Struggle Against Pepression, as well as Worker Combat 
(Trotekyice) and the Communist Party of Guadeloupe (PCG, autonomist)--held a 
joint prese conference on the afternoon of Monday, 15 December, in Paris, to 
denounce “the establishment of a repressive apparatus in Guadeloupe, Martinique 
and French Guiana," mobilizing "the armed forces and the colonial courte" against 
their members and sympathizers. They convoked a aeeting for Friday, 19 December, 
at 1930 hours at 84 Rue de Grenelle in Paris. 


Setting aside their political differences, these seven organizations cite, in 
sport of their charge, the prosecution in the course of the recent months by 

the police at the courte of a number of their militants and the local “anti- 
colonial” press. They say that since the attacks committed in Guadeloupe for 
which the @ysterious Armed Liberation Group (GLA) has claimed credit or which vere 
attributed to it, “searches, arbitrary detention and interrogation based on mere 
suspicion have @ultiplied” on this island, creating “a witch-hunt atmosphere.” 
They believe that this “wave of repression” is being deliberately promoted by the 
government in order to “create clashes in order then to be better able to control 
the workers.” 


The seven delegates announced that the parties of the left and extreme left will 
organize demonstrations during the private tour of the Antilles 

Mr G'ecard d'Estaing is scheduled to aake between 23 and 29 December. The 
Socialist Revolution Group, which will participate in the 19 December meeting, has 
for ite part scheduled another gathering for 1400 hours on Saturday, 20 December, 
at the Barbes-Rochechouart subway station. 


Miss Angele Laupa (Worker Combat), the spokesaan for the Permanent Antillean- 

Guianan Committee for Struggle Againet Repression, said that its members “have no 
idea” of the identity of those responsible for the attacks committed in Guadeloupe 
and “they admonish the GLA for playing at Zorro,” while “understanding” that some 


citizens of the Antilles want to have recourse to violence “to respond to the 
colontaliats' violence," 


Referring to the conditions under which five Guianan militants favoring independence 
were arrested and remanded to the state security courts, Mise Laupa said that one 
of them, Antoine Aouegui, was the victim of brutality and that another, 

Eric Blanchard, was refused medical aid, 


Charged with attempted disturbance using explosives, possession of explosives and 
participation in a conspiracy, the five Guianan advocates of independence were 
all taken to the Fresnes prison a few daya ago. (The prisoners are 

Antoine Aouegui, Eric Blanchard, Raymond Charlotte, Edmee Genevieve and 

Eddy HWo-A-Chuck, Eight ether persons are involved but have been released.) The 
trial date has not been se.

ISAAC ROJAS REJECTS PAPAL PROPOSAL

[Text] Buenos Aires, 2) Jan (NA)=-The former vice pres‘dent, Adm Ieaac Rojas (ret), 
today termed the paper proposal for a solution to the southern border conflict with 
Chile as “unacceptable for Argentina." 


In a lecture he gave within the framework of "Talks on the Beagle and the So. . 
Atlantic,” Rojas maintained that it is unacceptable because “it is not true © ' it 
improves on the rejected (British) decision.” On the contrary, “it goes even tui sex 
to such a point that it disguises with empty phrases the flagrant violation of the 
Principle of the division of oceans." 


Rojas feels that this has happened because the proposal deprives Argentina “of even 
the shared possession of Cape Horm, thus giving Chile an open entrance to the 
Atlantic which interrupts Argentine territorial and maritime contiauity to our 
Antarctic. It sete the basis for serious future conflicts if this proposal is not 
rejected or if it is not drastically modified, even though there is objection to 
this by the majority of the Argentine Episcopate and a certain number of brother 
Argent ines--many of them respectable persons--for whom peace is above justice." 


Rojas, who feels that “the country is not appropriately informed" about the Beagle, 
maintains that the paper LA PRENSA filled a vacuum with the publication of the pope's 
map, and this “has not been denied by the authorities." 


Rojas, apparently basing his thoughts on tve LA PRENSA map, said that “between the 
null and void declaration and the pope's current proposal Argentina has taken a 
backward step and Chile has advanced" and he asks: "Who is responsible?" the 
military junta, the president, the delegates who acted up until the Montevideo 
Treaty of 1979, the mediation delegates or their civilian and religious advisers 
(among the last, Argentines or foreigners)?" 


Rojas also aske: “Why was Gen Osiris Villegas removed from the first Argentine dele- 
gations’? is it true that he was removed by order of President (Jorge) Videla in 
response to a request from President (Augusto) Pinochet.”

It could well be that no captivity has been worse than that of the 52 U.S. hostages 
in Tehran because every day of their lives quet have been full of surprises and 
anxiety. tt has not been a guilty imprisonment, a period of meditation behind bare 
during which one seeks repentance, thinking, evaluating, gulling things over, but 
rather a time of contant searching for the unknown logical reason capable of ex- 
plaining, at least partially, the true nature of the odyssey. 





Confronted with these facts one can see how time goes by; one becomes aware of the 
passage of days, of the speed with which weeks and gonthe pile up, and with this 
avarenese comes the inevitable reflection on the brevity of the human presence on 
earth. The fact is that the captivity of the hostages has amounted to death during 
444 days of their lives despite the faith and hope which @ust have given them the 
strength to endure. 


One sat before the TV set and received, day by day, the developments of the case. 
Developments...rather 4 monotonous repetition accompanied by the only possible 
music: weeping. From the viewpoint of a TV watcher, the event has been more like a 
TV serial which was forever postponing the final outcome. 


Only now, now that 444 days have gone by, do we understand the dramatic impact of 
the event, because now these human beings are free and their former president is 
hastening to celebrate their recovered freedom. Perhaps he has run out of time in 
the limelight, but assuredly one of the claims he will have against his indubitable 
political defeat will be that of having been the champion of liberation, and he 
will turn it inte the TV symbol of his struggle for human rights. 


One believes that if things are handled in this way, clumsily using them to weight 
the scales in favor of petty individual interests, the 444 days of captivity will 
forever furnish reasons for barbarous behaviour. 
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The image of the 5°) hostages in Tehran gust be erased from histery, even though 
this might seem contradictory, The fact te that we gust eradicate the system 
because it is horrible, barbarous, unacceptable; and we gust do se by pulling it 
out by the roots so that it will never be repeated. Thus, let use not display some- 
thing which should have never taken place and let «se do our best, yes, let us do 
our best to prevent something similar from being replayed in the future, 


The flesh=rending pain of these horrible @onthe ‘as only one cure: faith and hope, 
At thie point the 52 hostages do net need either self-serving envoys or empty speeches, 


What the 52 leading actors of the Tehran martyrdom do need is to be erased from 
history forever,

[Text] With the freeing of 52 American hostages, held since November of 1979 in 
iran by lelamic revolutionary fanatics, one of the moet shameful and degrading chap- 
tere in modern international diplomacy has been brought to a close. Champagne corke 
are popping in the United States in celebration of the end of the affair, but it 
would take a great deal of sparkling wine to wash away the bitter taste that the 
current leaders of Iran and their band of terrorist friends have left in the mouths 
of ethical, freedom and=justice-loving people around the world. The hostage drama~- 
which, thanks to the persistent negotiating efforte of former U.S. President Jiany 
Carter (who wae replaced yesterday by incoming Ronald Reagan) and hie aides, ended 
happily for the hostages and their families--has established the current leaders of 
the government in Tehran as a barbarous lot, practically apdern<day pirates, who 
are not to be trusted in their dealings with the civilized world. They have shown 
utter disrespect for international law and diplomatic procedure and have placed Iran 
high on the list of extremist governments. 





The illegal detention for well over a year of 50 @en and 2 women trapped in the 
United States Embassy in Tehran when it was taken over by Islamic extremists during 
the period of madness which has followed the overthrow of the late shah of Iran has 
constituted a black event in political history, in which an internationally recog- 
nized revolutionary government has conspired with criminal terrorists in carrying 
out actions which civilization has long considered highly unlawful and worthy of 
severe pundahment: violation of the premises of a diplomatic mission, kidnapping, 
extortion, etc. The Tehran government, which early in the hostage crisis, blamed 
“studente” for the embassy takeover, and even feigned concern for the safety and 
quick release of the 52 Americans, rapidly showed iteelf to be the chief instigator

Senator Sir John Plowman is the Minister in charge of the new portfolio, and 
Mr Cox will speak for the Ministry in the House of Assembly. 


It was also announced yesterday that Sir John would speak in the Senate for the 
Finance, Home Affairs and Marine and Air Services Ministries.

Javier Lilanes, director of the Foreign Ministry, voiced his pleasure over the re- 
lease of the U.S. hostages and pointed out that the general feeling among Chilean 
Citizens is one of satisfaction. ILIllanes conveyed the government's official reaction 
after it wae learned that the 52 U.S. citizens who were captive for 444 days had 
been released by the Tehran authorities. 


lllanes states: I cannot but express the satisfaction of thie ministry at the happy 
ending of such a long and painful episode, and I am sure that the feeling at the 
national public level is the same. 


The director of the Poreign Ministry pointed out that diplomatic immunity ts basic- 
cally aimed at protecting officials at this level as well as communications between 
countries. Illanes stated that the vielation of this principle affects any possi- 
bility that nations may negotiate, understand each other and find solutions. 


Illanes then said that the retention of the hostages was, therefore, a grave act 
not only fromthe human point of view but because it represented a violation of this 
international right. He pointed out that the fact that this situation has ended 
should be a reason for satisfaction for the entire international community.

Granted especially to GRANMA 
WEPRLY REVIEW by Dr. Sergio del Valle, gember of the Polit- 
ical Bureav of the Party and @inister of public health, the 
interview is 4 discerning analysis of the fulfillment of the 
taske assigned by the let of the Party to the public 
health sector for the 1976-1 five-year period. 


{Question} One of the main objectives of the development of public health in the 
1976-1980 period was iaproved medical care for the population through the pro- 
gressive introduction of new form of organizing community house care in the so- 
called health areas. To what extent has thie objective been wet’ 


j|Anewer) From 1976 up until December 1979, the new system of medical care was 
introduced in 7) percent of the exieting polyclinice, although the efforte to 
extend the system to the rest of thee continues. It should be pointed out that 
the new form of community service involwed 4 given ratio of one doctor and one 
nuree to 4 set number of inhabitente, teamvork and regular checkups on the 
apparentiy healthy population and patiente euffering from acute or chronic 
illnesses. 


(Question) How does the Ministry control work safety, hygiene and sanitary 
conditions’ 


|\Anewer) Thie control is effected through the regular inspection of work centers 
in order to take whatewer safety and hygiene geasures are necessary. There is 4 
follow-up second inspection, to see that the geasures are put into effect. This 
is of the utmost importance, since the present level of industrial development 
makes it even gore important that the geasures stipulated by the health inepectors 
be implemented. 
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[\Question) What thas been done in these five yeare in terme of pricriti¢ing com 
prehensive medical care in work centers and areas of greater development, accord- 
ing te occupationa! Frisk and the number of workers’ 


|Anewer| Beginning in 1976, comprehensive medical care has been centered at 
three levels: central, provincial and municipal, At the first, the recently 
ereated Imetitute of Werk Medicine te developing an illuminatium Laboratory, 
outpatient care, a ward for occupational therapy, and 4 laboratory on no.se and 
vibration, toxicology, ete., in addition te specific research projects in certain 
work sectors, At the second level, we made 4 start on introducing pre-employment 
medical examinations and regular health checkups, in addition te other research 
being done in provincial centers of hygiene and epidemiology. As to the @unici- 
pal level, even though the number of sick bays in work centers has been increased 
over the years, we @ust say that the overall medical service in industry and work 
in general needs to be aiven 4 boost in term of human resources, which is the 
only way we can achieve better all-around medical care for our workers. 


[Question] One of the objectives outlined by the ist Congress of the Party was 
that of expanding the network of social services to cover a larger number of old 
and physically handicapped persons. How gany homes for the aged and the handi-~- 
capped were built in thie five-year period’ 


|Anewer) One way in which we have been able to expand the network of social 
services for the aged and the handicapped is with construction projects which, 

in the case of the aged, entail an increase in the number of beds by 150 and the 
number in the so-called “day home” by 50. Eight homes have been planned, two of 
which=-in Bayamo and Las Tunas--are about to be opened and others=--in Santiago de 
Cuba and Guantaname--are almost completed. Of the homes for the handicapped, 
which have the same capacity as those for the aged, one is already open, and 
four sore are soon to be opened in Las Tunas. On the other hand, there has 

been an increase in the service in the gunicipal day homes, where, as the name 
suggests, the aged go to spend the day and then return to their homes at night. 


‘Question, ow euch has the infant @ortality rate dropped between 1976 and 19607 


\Anewer) in 1975 the infant gortality rate was 27.5 per 1,000 live births, with 
>, 299 deathe under the age of one. In 1979, the rate went down to 19.4 per 1,000 
live births, which represente a drop of 30 percent. The number of deaths was 
reduced from 5,299 in 1975 to 2,773 im 1979, that is, by 2,526. Regarding 
maternal Gertality, the rate was cut down by }1 percent in the same period, due 
lareely to 4 decrease in toxemias, pregnancy and partum hemorrhage, deaths 
resulting (rom abortion, sepsis and other complications related to pregnancy, 
childbirth and postpartum. The results obtained reflect clearly the ef fective- 
nese of the program to reduce infant and gaternal @ortality rates that went into 
effect as of 1970 and of the support it has had from the political and mass 
ofganigations, pilus the undeniable economic, social and political development 
reached by our people in the past few veare. 


|\Question| Have there been any cases of polio, diphtheria, malaria or tetanus 
in the newborn in the last five veare? 
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|Anewer| Absolutely net, This is due to the vaccination programs and the 
epidemiological controls that have been established, We should draw attention to 
the specific risk situation as regards malaria, given our contacts with countries 
in Africa, Asia and the Americas, This calle for close surveillance, marked by 4 
systematic cheekup of every visitor from infested areas as the only way to avoid 
the disease being introduced inte our country again, 


[\Question| What measures have been taken to step up activities aimed at con 
trolling and even eradicating other contagious diseases’ 


|Anewer| A number of measures were taken, For example, the National Epidemiology 
Group was created; programs for the control of tranemissible diseases were drawn 
up and updated; the National Epidemiology Department was reinforced, with the 
establishment of national soonosie and international health control fronts; the 
national epidemiological situation was analysed each year; the Institute of 
Tropical Medicine was reinforced; system for epidemiological surveillance of 
several pathologies were introduced, including the systematic collection and 
remittance of samples to Havana for their physicochemical and bacteriological 
analysis all persone under 20 were given the meningitis vaccine; and systematic 
research on dengue was carried out, considering the potential risk of the intro= 
duction of other serotypes and the presence of the carrier mosquito in our environ= 
ment. 





|\Question| What measures have been taken over these five years to step up 
research on water, air and soil pollution and control measures’ 


|Anewer|] Let us proceed by part. As far as water goes, the National Health 
System took charge of controlling the quality of water supplied through a1) 
aqueducts through the regular inspection of all distribution networks and the 
taking of samples for physicochemical and bacteriological teste; and protective 
measures were also taken in the watersheds that serve as supply sources for the 
large cities. Regarding air pollution, we have succeeded in maintaining the 
Panaire Cuba network for research on air pollution in those provinces with the 
greatest problem in this respect, and this has enabled us to obtain additional 
data on these controle. At present, a qualitative development of the Aire Cuba 
network is necessary in order to find the solution to problems caused by the 
growing development of industry and transportation. We should point out, in 
regard to environmental control, that Cuba has been participating since 1977 in 
the lines of research that the Council for Mutual Economic Assistance (CMEA) has 
set forth for these sectors. This year, Cuba was the host country for the /th 
CMEA Ministerial Metting and collaboration agreements have ten signed with the 
USSR and GDR Institutes of Community Hygiene. As for control of waste matter and 
soils, studies were carried out in this five-year pe riod on the characteristics 
and polluting effects of domestic, industrial and agricultural waste, particularly 
in the case of waste from torula yeast plants, paper factories, sugar mills, fruit 
and vegetable processing plants and cattle farm.

|Anewer wet @ eta eivine some figures for 1974: there were 1,689 dentists 
and 1,633 chaire, and there were 96 services with five or gore chairs. In 1979 
the number had clithed ¢t 2,953 and there were 161 services with five or more 
chairs, and the total mber of chaire wae 2,665, During the period in question, 
six new clinics wit! Le ame ve Opened tieir doore. This complements the new 
system of primar ire in the polvelisics that each have dental services vith aine 
or ten teams. There sve been 150 new team providing dental care for students at 
junior high schools in the coustrveide and 4 Special program is being dram up to

mpet the needa af "his ecit i se@cto;¢r, There hase been oa 35-percent increase in 
the number of visite to the entiaet h the 19/4-1979 peried; from 6,373,683 to 


6,605,777. Amd school dental care has been constantiy on the increase: last 
vear, 901,140 cavities were filled for elementary school children and 471,320 for 
those at junior high echools in the countryside. Preventive work takes the fore 


of fluoride treatment for school children, in addition to regular health educe- 
tion programs anc the graduai application of fiveride to water. 
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[\Question| Was there been an increase in the number of training courses for 
intermediate=level health personnel? Wave new polytechnical schools been opened? 


|Anewer)] Since 1975, we have been gradually decentraliging courses that were 
previously centered on City of Havana, The total number of courses for the 
training of nurses and intermediate=level technicians held all over the country 
stands at 26)--122 for nursing and 141 for intermediate-level technicians, in 
1978, total enrollment was 14,443, and the initial reports for thie year indicate 
over 22,000, As for your second question, we can say that eight polytechnical 
health institutes have been opened in various provinces, and four are almost 
finished, This is part of a construction program for new installations 
specifically designed for the training of nurses and technicians, since a criti-~ 
cal situation had been developing in the service to the population because of 
shortages of nursing personnel in some provinces, plus the poor quality of existing 
personnel, 


[Question] What has been done to increase the scientific and technical level of 
wiiversity graduates and intermediate technicians in the public health sector? 


|Anewer| In general term, there are three system in the Ministry focused on 
thie goal: specialization and further training, including higher degrees. Under 
the system of specialization, doctors and dentists can become first-degree 
specialiate fulfilling the plane and program: for residencies in the various 
specialties recognized by the Ministry. This residency laste from two to three 
years, after which the interested party appears before a state board and presents 
a ectentific paper which is evaluated. He also undergoes the established theoreti- 
cal and practical examinations. Since this program was first implemented, a total 
of 5,338 doctors and dentists have become first-degree specialists and more than 
halt==3,326<-have done so in the last five years. Currently, there are 1,981 
residents in 40 medical fields and 187 in four dental fields, making a total of 
2,168. Thies does not cover the residents in eight additional fields of basic 
biomedical sciences. 


As tar as further education is concerned we can say that we view it as a4 
permanent learning process which starts from the moment the professional or 
technicial concludes his or her basic or specialized training and never finishes 
as long as he or she remains at work. The main objective of this subsystem is to 
keep university professionals and intermediate technicians up to date in their 
field. Of course, there is a structure and organization for all this, 4 program, 
4 national plan; and activities are planned and undertaken according to the need 
for health services and personnel. Over the past five years, a total of 2,628 
intermediate technicians and nurses have graduated from post-basic courses, for 
them to specialize ir various spheres of public health work. 


Under the system of scientific degrees, doctors and dentists can get their degrees 
of Candidate to Doctor in Science or Doctor in Science through initial courses 
either in Cubs or abroad, tak. « on « part-time, full-time or open enrollment 
basis. Students must take exams in foreign languages, Marxism-Leninism and the 
specialization itself, and they gust also write a dissertation and defend it 
before a competent board. 
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Question) What has MINSAP, that is, the Ministery of Public Wealth, done over 
the five years as regards training for doctors, dentists and degrees in nursing? 


|Anewer) in line with the resolutions of the let Congress of our Party the 
Ministry of Wigher Education [MES) was set up in July 1976, and the Higher Ineti~ 
tutes of Medical Sciences of Wavana, Villa Clara and Santiago de Cuba, plus the 
one recently opened in Camaguey, were brought under MINSAP supervision, 


A cabinet for teaching methodology was set up to pay due attention to teaching 
and methodology in the medical institutes and schools, its job is periodically 
to analyse MES guidelines and conceptual and operational problem. During the 
five-year period, a diagnosis was made of training for doctors and dentists; a 
health branch form was drawn up to determine the types of human resources needed 
by the National Health Syetem; the type of doctor to be trained by the institutes 
was determined, and an overall medical curriculum and program was established for 
both general practicians and dentists. 


[Question] Has the planned goal of one doctor for every 750-790 inhabitants been 
reached’ How many dentists per inhabitants are there now in our country? 


|Anewer|) This year, the number of doctors in the country is 15,742, or one 
doctor for every 626 inhabitants. In 1975, the rate was approximately one for 
every 777. Ae for dentists, the number rose from 2,600 in 1975 to 3,600 at the 
beginning of 1980, which meane that the rate in 1975 was one for every 3,590 
inhabitants, and in 1980 one for every 2,740. 


{[Question] Has technology in the pharmaceutical industry been modernized? 


|Anewer] Some major acco plishments during the period under analysis should be 
emphasized here. Modern technology installed in the period accounted for 
improved production processes, increased productivity and improved quality of 
pharmaceutical products. Examples of this are the installation of a line of 
lyophilized products manufactured in Cuba for the first time; the installation of 
a new line for bottling penicillin; air conditioning in areas where injection 
vials are filled; filtering equipment for injections and rotating vial washers; 
the installation of a water treatment plant to guarantee production of liquids to 
be taken; the installation of new equipment--with boosted capacity--for the pro- 
duction of medicine in powdered form and for packing tablets in plastic film; the 
installation of modern equipment for making tablets and tablets in desiccated and 
powdered form; the installation of a new laboratory cooling system using brine. 


[Question] Have new investments been made in the period to develop the produc- 
tion of blood by-products, serum and injections? 


|Answer) We contracted the Soviet Union to build a plant turnin, out blood by- 
products (sero-albumin and gamma globulin) to meet our needs. Construction of 
thie plant is now under way, and the equipment is just arriving. We are also in 
the process of contracting 4 serum plant for Santiago de Cuba. During the first 
trimester 4 semi-synthetic antibiotics plant (ampicillin, oxacillin, etc.), will 
be opened; and a nitrous oxide plant is already functioning, together with a 
factory turning out plaster cast bandages. A new plant for turning out growth 











hormenes has been finished, And an optic complex was built and the equipment that 
will provide a broad production range of frames and lens is being inetalled, This 
complex will also manufacture safety glasses for different types of work. Two 
plante are being built in Matangas to turn out steroide medium from henequen sap, 
and they should be functioning early next year. 


[Question] In general terms, has the quality of medicine made in Cuba been 
maintained? 


|Anewer| Yes, during the last five years the quality has not only been maintained 
but aleo increased in some fields. For quality control in the medical- 
pharmaceutical industry, we have a staff of 869 professionals and 110 intermediate 
technicians. In the first four years of the period in question, more than 318,000 
physicochemical, microbiological and biological analyses were undertaken. New 
laboratories have been built, and there are plans to build more. Supervision of 
national and provincial enterprises has continued. There has been an increase in 
scientific and technical services for enterprises as regards infrared spectro- 
photometry, and we have started a gaseous chromatography service. During the 
petiod in question we have also prepared norms and standards which are the basis 
for upholding and increasing the production of wedicine. However, we still have 
shortcomings in spite of the efforts made, chiefly because of the quality of the 
containers used for some products. Otherwise, since 1976, we have programmed 
scholarships, advisory sessions and seminars which will go a long way towards 
increasing the standards of our technicians in the field of pharmaceutical 
supplies--one of vital importance for the population.

[Text] Havana, Mon., (CANA-REUTER) Grenada has absolutely no doubt that the 
United States has drawn up invasion plane against it, Prime Minister Maurice 
Bishop said here Friday. 


The Caribbean island's left-wing rulers are also satisfied that similar plans 
must exist against Cuba, Nicaragua and, in the event of a leftist takeover, 
El Salvador, Mr Bishop told a news conference. 


The Grenadian leader was answering questions in the "Palace of Conventions" 
where the five-yearly Congress of the Cuban Communist Party, which he is 
attending as a guest, is taking place. 


Difficult Passage 


Earlier he told the 1,772 delegates in a speech that after Konald Reagan be- 
comes U.S. President next month, developments similar to the abortive 196] 
U.S.-organized exile invasion of Cuba at the Bay of Pigs could not be ruled out. 


Washington would get a very difficult passage if it attempted such moves today, 
Mr Bishop said. 


At the Congress itself, delegates made speeches about the island's second five- 
year economic plan which starts on January 1. 


One of the main aims is to boost production of sugar, on which Cuba depends 
for some 80 percent of its export income, by 20-25 percent. 


Delegates also voted on the composition of the party's 112-member central com- 
mittee, but no dramatic changes were expected. Diplomats in Havana have fore- 
cast that some members could be dropped for personal failings, however. 


The l3-member Political Bureau could be expanded to bring in some rising 
figures who had not so far been promoted to this level, the diplomats believe.

DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR TIMBER INDUSTRY UNVEILED

[Text| St George's, Mon., (CANA)=-Grenada has unveiled a timber industry devel- 
opment programme which would ultimately lead to production of plywood sheets and 
charcoal here, 


The Government Information Service (GIS) has said that a re-evaluation of a 1977 
atudy of the country's forestry resources has now been completed by the United 
Nations Development Programme (UNDP), and this will likely form the basis of 
future development of the industry here. 


Additionally, a Cuban forestry development expert has been assigned to work with 
the Ministry of Agriculture for one year in the Programme, 


A UNDP team last September devised a forestry development complex which include 
sawmilling, solar drying, fence-making, charcoa production and wood preservation. 


in addition, the team also indicated the possibility that the complex could 
include facilities for producing plywood sheets, widely used in building and 
furniture making. 


In the meantime, a modest development programme is already well underway, leading 
to significant increases in the output of timber and timber products, including 
a projected near three-fold increase in the production of board. 


New Species 


An estimated 15,000 feet of board is expected to be produced in the new year, 
compared with just over 3,500 this year. 


Production this year has already exceeded last year's according to figures from 
the GIS. 


In the last six months of 1979 some 264 rolls of split fencing, 1,107 fence 
posts, 717 feet of laths and 101 house posts were sold by the Timber Division, 
said the GIS. 


In the first nine months of this year, the budding timber industry produced 373 
rolle of split fencing, 1,353 fence posts, 1,676 feet of laths, 530 house posts 
and three telegraphic poles. 
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1S afhounced thet few species of tees afe being intfeduced inte Grenada [fom 
Relige, Mondufas, Coste Rica and Cuba, among thee Caribbean pine, 8 Mahogany, 
ted and White cedar, @ahe, leanaciliata and uveliptus species, 


hut the O19 feted that the development programme could be affected by a lack of 
shilled peeple, hence, the priority being given te training, 


imployees from the Mintetfy of Communications and Werke iavelved in forestry 
and ti@ber development are being trained in Kenya, While othere are being 
trained eleewhere in related fielide, 


The GIS emphasiced the importance of forestry to Grenada, noting that materiais 
produced could be used for other development, 


Tracing the history of Grenada’s forestry industry, the GIS noted that it hae 
heen uldergoing some improvements and development for the past 25 yeate, despite 
HumefoOue sethacke. 


The ®ost devastating blow wae the 1955 hurricane Janet disaster which played 
havec with the economy, 


The hurricane wiped out 65 per cent of the island's forests products, Between 
1956 and 1967 some 90 seres of land were replanted annually.

CIS seted that most forest operations are done in the open, and hence, inclement 
weather could be an impediment. 


Another limiting factor has been lack of adequate roade on which the industry 
depends for moving both raw and finished materiais.

Whe Profite from the Crime? 


Well then’ le it the clandestine armed wing of an independence movement which may 
feel “hemmed in” on legal terrain’ The isolated action of a few young desperados 
determined (o hasten things’? Subversion by Castro: A colonialist plot’? There are 
still skeptics whe, without excluding “a prieri” one of these hypotheses, surmur 
that after all “crime could aleo benefit others... ." And why not benefit the 
email clan of lecal whites whe, in the past few years, have sometimes rocked the 
boat? 


A number of activiete of the left, seduced by thie thesis, explain that “by 
sounding the alarm the ‘bekes’ [prominent local families) kill two birds with one 
stone! They diseredit the idea of independence by likening the nationalists to 
commonplace terroriete and, through the insecurity created, deter investore from 
responding to official ineentives and from coming and settling on the island, . . toe

Subtle, astute, but hardly likely, people in the prefecture retort, “The creole 
whites would be plaving with fire. They know better than anyone else that a 
groundewel! of antiwhite feeling, should it come, would not spare thea,” 


The fact remains that the credit given to such 4 thesis, especially on the left, is 
in iteelf significant: tedeed, it is to defend it not already to admit the existence 
of contradictions, divergences between the policy supported by the Paris government 
and the well-understood interests of the island's property owners’? This is sufficient 
to disturb the ritual of a well-oiled epeech always ready to ridicule “the colonial 
power in the service of the oligarchy” or vice versa. 


Most of the anticolonialist opponents turn up their nose when it comes to taking a4 
“new fact” into account. If it has not upset anything yet, it nevertheless reflects 
at least an obvious resolve to rock the boat. Whether on tour or at conferences, 
the Prench secretary of state to the Ministry of Interior in charge of overseas 
departments and territories proclaims to whoever wishes to hear his his determina- 
tien to be done with the hareful custome of the past in order to get the Antillean 
economy out of the infernal cycle of begging and handouts. 


Gone, we are told, is the degrading image of the “keep dancing girls.” The islands 
will henceforth have to live without expecting everything from the allowances allo- 
cated by the gother-country. On the ewe of the Prench presidential elections, a 
propitious hour for those with lofty ambitious, had President Valery Giscard d' 
Fetaing not come personally to galvanize “all energies to win the battle of pro- 
duction, growth and development’? And to ewear to “cause the sequels of the colonial 
past, the privileges which nothing justifies, the unacceptable inequalities .. . to 
disappear.” “Economic departmentalization,” the prize element of the Antillean 
“new deal,” was slated to cure Martinique and Guadeloupe of the cancer of assistance 
and rid them of the parasites glued to their import-export sonopoly. 





These foble intentions were slew in becoming conefete at Tirat, Hut beginning in 
1978, feeling perhaps that the islands, by “veting Flaht"=-the three Guadelouptan 
deputies belong to the BPit=-had removed 411 ambiguity about their statue, Paul 
Dijoud |seeretary of state for French overseas departments and territeries!) started 


te speed up things, 


Hie lashings out ageinet the feudal estates built by the “lords of the islands” 
promptly earned him their hostility, whieh did net displease hie, If 4 Raymond 
Vivies, «4 very unscrupulous busineseman, treated Dijoud as 4 dictator of as queer, 
if an Amedee Despointes, one of the big sugarcane landowners, reproached Dijoud in 
& much gore modulated tone with “being unable to perceive the Antillean spirit,” was 
that not proef that the famous privileges felt threatened’ 


in facet, the new government policy has already gained ground, The prefect could 
thus note, with a slight degree of satiefied relief, that the year 1980 hae 
“soctally” been “very calle” despite economic diffiewlties and despite the restruc= 
turing of the sugar industry whieh wae obliged te clese two new plants, "We are 
in the course of moving from an economy of assistance to 4 take~off economy,” the 
spectaliete at the prefecture assert, and they ask for a S-year deadline before 
being evaluated on the evidence, 


The latter, with everything in their files, epeak only of the “moving challenge of 
sugar,” whose production they ewear they want to maintain, of “the adventure of 
agricultural diversification,” of the “realietic promises of handicrafts sector,” 
of a “determined opening on the Caribbean environment.” “There are not just pessi- 
mists and those nostalgic for the past here,” Mr Leurquin, general secretary for 
economic affairs, vowed full of fire, “Bwerywhere one finds people who are anery 
and those who believe in what we're doing. .. .” 


More Than 16,000 Unemployed 


There is the matter of facing destiny. But the success of the challenge taken up, 
thie wager which a left, belatedly lucid, qualifies ae “capitalist nationalization,” 
depends in the last analysis lese on the rigor of a few technocrats or on new 
atbitious of dyanmic entrepreneurs than on the complete revamping of a political 
life which is fossilized today. The mediocrity of the local personnel, the weakness 
if not vacuousness of their speeches, used as so many ritornelios, all of this 
wrapped up in “official” information distressingly conformist and docile, render 
illusory the existence and startup of a genuine dialog. They are merely felt as 4 
ball and chain by gost of the young people who, here and there, hold or seek 
responsibilities. 


The deputies from Guadeloupe hardly enjoy 4 good press except in the prese-- 
epecifically, that of Robert Hereant [director of FRANCE ANTILLES). Elsewhere 
people emile and in the prefecture there is 4 somewhat embarrassed silence. 
“Mummies!” Raymond Vivies, an activist of the local right wing, “They have water 
in their veins and the sinister does what he wante with them. .. ." But their 
popular base--like that of aany Guadeloupian elected officiale--is the outcome of 
that order which those in high places would like to call “the old order,” the 
product of a client situation administered through begging and assictance. 
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Speeches, on their part, continue te held ne surprises: A tricolor [Preneh) sermon 
on 4 woeden tongue, an Old left oF the disereet charms of arehaiem, The goed chotce 
of 1978 Whad, it de said, settled for 4 long time the controversy about status, opened 
new horieens for a new language, tut hell! The goed choice of 1981 is getting 
close and with the OLA assisting, the record is not all used up, 


"Why would you like te prevent us from continuing to fuel the flame of our people 
against independence!” Lucien Bernier, president of the General Council in favor of 
Guadeloupe's department status, protested, “If we doen't reply people will say that 
the others are right, We know our Little world and we know the arguments which 
have weight=-peeple repeat, people say the same thing over and over, The Coue 
method’ Admittediy. Sut it te the only effeetive one, And if it disturbs the 
technocrats of some circles in metropolitan Prance, that is the least of our 
worries,” 


Why change the tune’? The latter is written out like sheet music and goes very well, 
The last true dinosaur of Gaudeloupian politics, Lucien Bernier, general councilor 
sinee 1946, said: “Yes, | am the only one from the [National] Assembly to have 
experienced the feal colonial evetem.” We watches, satisfied, his “working 
majority” expand little by little, “The hour belongs to unity against the greatest 
unhappiness that can lie in wait for our people=<independence. Under the (World War 
i! German! occupation of Prance, we lived side by side: The communist and the 
royaliet, the Chrietian democrat and the freemason, united against 4 common enemy. 
Now then, here we @uet get rid of the independence sovement as we previously had 

to get rid of the Germane... .” Then Mr Bernier stated this conclusion that he 
had so @uet at heart: “lI said one day to ay friend Prancois Mitterrand [head of 

the French Sectaliet Party) that | was a6 @uch of 4 Prenchman as he. Perhaps more’ 
Guadeloupe was linked to the Prench crown in 1635. . . before the Nivernais 
region!” [in setropolitan France). 

The fact remains, however, that the joke does not even make people emile any sore. 
In offices of cabinets ladvisere’ offices], the functionaries, councilors or 
cadres--etill few in number but often canpetent--no longer conceal how fed up they 
are. A change te there, on the peripheries of political life, which is becoming 
ostentatious and urgent. It involves mostly young people wearing ties and looking 
respectabie. To hear themselves called Giecardists still pleases them, but once 
their expression of loyalty is over their comments soon sound like indictments. 


"Yes, I belong to Giscard d'Betaing’s following,” one of them explained. His 
business card noted that he was «a “chief manager” (sic). “I am Guadeloupian and, 
therefore, French. But this does not prevent me from being dissatisfied. I« it 
natural to have 4 man who has never seen 4 banana tree come and teach us how to 
grow one’ Must one necessarily have white skin to make the slightest progress’ 
Why are nine chiefs out of 10 in the prefect's office from getropolitan France? 
When will the decision be made to appoint people as a function of their competence 
and not their docility’” Or listen to the comments of this other young aan who 
holds 4 position not too far from the office of the prefect's staff: “When will 
people stop telling we that we should be proud to be French’ I« this being crammed 
into the vative of Correze or Savoy [in metropolitan France|’ Tomorrow ‘they’ will 
eo and complain in P. cris that the situation is deteriorating. But the fact is only 
that people have had enowgh of everything that is being done .. . without thea.”

cultural activity. | on my part show @y colors. 1 am a Guadeloupian and 4 communiat, 
I do not come on the ely, camouflaged with neutral coloration, to make believe that 
one can do everything in the name of technology.” 


Two months later people are still trembling to think of it. To judge by the shocking 
program, FR 3 did, in one swoop, more damage than 10 bombs of the GLA. “Programe 

of that kind shame Guadeloupe,” the UDF [French Democratic Union) noted on page one 
of ite organ. Raymond Guilliod, RPR deputy, was to harangue the nation from inside 
the Palais Bourbon [French National Assembly). “Not content with using the press,” 
he exclaimed, “the extemiets benefit from a guilty complacency inside the regional 
broadcasting station of FR 3, which has become a privileged place for racist 
outburets.” 


Wind of Passion 


An open window, a slight draft in the usually anemic procedure of the regional 
informational setup immediately roused a storm of passion. To be sure, the time is 
past when the ORTF [Office of French Broadcasting and Television] used to be housed 
in the prefectural offices, where, throwing tact to the winds, the radio would 
arouse the voters with noisy slogans such as: “If you are not an impotent man vote 
for France!” But even though the bolts are gore discreet, they are no less solid. 

In the shelter of an eternal “don't make waves” which guards burning issues and checks 
the ardor of neophytes, sweet anesthesia has filled overly simplistic minds despite 
a few rare daring acts, 4 little insane, brought into evidence to justify the rest. 
Communications are thus far from satisfying the demands of 4 policy which proclaisa 
elsewhere its resolve to be done with the degrading image of 4 subsidized population 
given only to “consume and shut up.” 
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"ie te quite possible,” the prefeet, Guy Maillard, eoneeded, “I! have, however, 

never forbidden of censured anything, | intervened on three occasions in the interest 
of law and order, and that is all.” Self-eensership? Perhaps, tut one should alse 
seek further and explain this fear, this reservation whieh the people here have when 
it comes to the discussion of ideas, Thus, when Paul Dijoud wished to recali, very 
serenely, the “eultural malaise,” he triggered a full-fledged outery of tndignation: 
On the right, peeple hastened to deny very simply the existence of the slightest 
problem. On the other side there were demands for retraction, 


Culture, it ie true, has become a field of conquest, tlenering the grumblings of a4 
certain right wing Mich sees in it only “time and money lost in useless demagogy,” 
the secretary of state for overseas departments and territories has discovered a 
“ereole France,” 





The idea say seem funny, The goal on ite part is perfectly clear: To step in their 
tracks those advocating independence in an area where their rhetoric has currency 
and, thereby, te prove te 4 petty bourgeoisie that it is desirable to prompt France 
to respond to ite “identity quest,” ite “right te be different.” In short, that 
there is no need to give ground to the sirens of separatien to “live in the country.” 
Competition in thie field which these wishing for independence claia to sonopolize 
should additionally, it te thought in Parise, proportionately reduce their influence 
which is already “marainal and declining.” 


is that eo certain (ven? Despite deliberately realistic rhetoric the partisans of 
“national liberation” do net lull themselves with illusions: They know that a 
referendum today would result in a large gajority for their adversaries, But they 
remain convinced that the idea of independence has progressed. 


Cheice of the PCC 


Par from being dominant, the idea is at any rate no longer taboo. And are ite 
advocates so negligible, given that people devote three-quarters of their speeches 
to repudiating their arguments’ The extension of departmentalization, under the 
urgings of Paul Dijoud, has only accentuated the bipolarization of the political 
forces, placing those who hesitate to join one of the two camps [departmentalizat ion 
vereue autonomy] in an awkward position. 


The Socialists have had their bitter experience: Left in the lurch in 1974 by some 
of their troops whe refused to see themselves treated as “foreigners” in the joint 
program lof the left), they are trying today to stand sidway between the statute 

in effect and an autonomy which no one really claims to support. “The situation 

ie unhealthy,” Prederic Jalton, general councilor and sember of the Buropean 
Assembly, said with concern. “When, then, will they understand that it is necessary 
to release ballast before the situation deteriorates’ We ast for nothing but 
audacious decentralization. In 1954 Ferhat Abbas [of Algeria] was no more demanding. 
But people did not listen to hia.” 


The communists on their part seem to be satisfied with the bipolarization. “The 
democratic and popular autonomy” which they advocated a short time ago has gone the 
way of autumn leaves. Autonomy--the word is hardly msentioned--is no longer anything 
but 4 stage, without precise content or duration, along the way to “independence 
with a socialist content.” But this evolution, largely provoked by a thrust of the 
youngest activites, still encounters serious reservations. 
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Divefgences have Chus impacted on the attitude to be adopted at the forthcoming 
presidential elections, for the young, whe have evidenced an upward curve in their 
fate of abstention in the department over the past 15 years, there can be no question 
of particlpating without renouncing their gains. The central committee lof the PCG) 
has taken 4 position against their abstention,* "“Abstention is an important weapon,” 
buy Daninthe, the party's secretary general, explained, “Why use it in this 
presidential eleetion which, for us, is nothing but a vicissitude’” The argument 
would be more telling if the PCG had not given the order to abstain at the time of 
the Lurepean parliamentary elections, The true reasons must thus be found elsewhere, 
reflecting other coneerne which the secretary general barely mentioned, adding: 








"We are obliged to take account of the fluetations of the electorate and of maintaining 


contacts with it.” 


‘Thie ie the result of 30 years of monopoliem,” 4 young communist thundered, “One 
becomes committed whereas things are progressing, to hang on to three mayoralties. 
Lo and explain that by voting for Georges Marchais [head of the French Communist 
Party) one @oves slightly closer to independence!" The choice of the PCC and the 
disruption that it generates in ite own ranks are at any rate seized upon as 4 piece 
of good luck by the nationalists, “pure and hard-liners,” of the UPLG [Popular Union 
for the Liberation of Guadeloupe], fairly well assisted in their claims to alone 
represent the hope for national Liberation, 


ite part there is no ambiguity: People proclaim loud and clear the goal--"on sel 
chimen, lendependanse” [only one way, independence (in creole)|. But people are now 
discreet on the future complexion of same. Indeed, there is no longer a question 

of plaving at being leftiet, at playing a6 in the old days at emulating Mao Zedong, 

especially since his heirs are prominent only in court records. 


Appearing in 1978 the UPLG embodies unchallenged the essence of the nationalist 
renewal in Guadeloupe. Ite oldest activists experienced the epic of the GONG 
[Grouping of National Guadeloupian Organizations] and the repression to which it 
wae subjected on the sorrow of the 1967 riots. For 10 years they abjured the 
political field, preferring to invest their forces in “masse labor" by creating 
“branches” in the agricultural sector, among wage-earners, teachers and high school 
students. The result has not been negligible: The UPLG distinctly dominates the 
sugarcane sector and has acquired seans of gobilization which, in many cases, 
exceed those of the PCC. 


“Reasonable” UPLC 


for what purpose’, some elements who speak of “gradualiem” wonder. And they see with 
a critical eye their movement getting out of breath in ite “quest for respectability.”

A simple game of role-playing, the heads side of a coin? The staging can make one 
amile, Hut for some it is in fact only the exaggerated caricature of a clearly 
initiated policy: Dees the UPLG, they explain, net already underwrite the land 
reform announced and guided with a great tlourish by the government’ One of its 
most prominent leaders, Kozan Mounien, head of the Union of Underprivileged 
Peasants, has indeed agreed to sit on the executive committee of agarian reform. 
And the prefect, who thus meets him every morning, does not hide the fact that hv 
has found Mouniten a “remarkable interlocutor.” 


"Our goale have not changed in any way,” Rogan Mounien argued forcefully, however. 
"But we should know how to adapt to circumstances and possibilities. To remain 
orthodox, wae it necessary to denounce the reform and to find tomorrow=--for it 
would have gone through without ue--a dismantled agriculture? Or, contrarwise, 
should we help Limit the damage and save the sugar industry to preserve the 
essential scoial base of the national movement?"

[Text] The People's Progressive Party, one of the three 
parties which contested the December 15 elections, has issued 
4 statement declaring that the party had secured a resounding 
victory following the elections. 


The statement which was read by the Party's Leader, Dr Cheddi Jagan, at a press 
conference at Freedom House yesterday, claimed that the broad masses of Guyana 
turned out in unprecedented numbers and voted for the PPP which had stood by 
them for years.

ECONOMIC SITUATION, ELECTION CONSEQUENCES ANALYZED

[Text] Following three other Caribbean islands, Jamaica too 
saw a victory of the conservatives over the progressives, in 
the general elections held last W October. This victory 
was warmly welcomed by Washington, which was worried by the 
relations maintained with Fidel Castro by the previous head 
of the Jamaican Government, Mr Manley. The following is the 
first of two articles by our special correspondent in that 
country. 


1. Capitalist Plot or Leftist Irresponsibility?’ 


Kingston--To attempt to understand what has happened in this country in the past 
few months comes down to undertaking to reconstruct a crime," says a professor at 
the University of the West Indies, miraculously spared by partisan passions. The 
victim in his view is Jamaica himself, where the people are suffering under diffi- 
cult economic conditions unlikely to improve in the near future. "At the current 
stage in the investigation, and without precluding possible coilusion,” he goes 
on, “two suspects hold our attention: the ‘filthy capitalist,’ aided by the CIA, 
and the ‘irresponsible leftist,’ whose notorious Castroist associations have made 
noisy headlines in this calm and almost provincial Caribbean paradise." 


The victim was such as to arouse cupidity. Marvellously situated in the 

Caribbean Sea, it controls the passage between Mexico and Cuba, and is brimming 
over with one of the most important ores, bauxite, of which it has been the 

largest world exporter. Its marvellous beaches make of it a tourist paradise. Its 
population (2 million inhabitants) enjoy a relatively Westminsterlike parliamentary 
system. The average life span is over 70, and per capita income was 670 dollars 
per year in 1970. Industrial production accounts for 20 percent of the gross 
national product, and 2 million Jamaicans are living outside the country, mainly 

in the United States, Great Britain and Canada. 
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The “crime” diseuseed by our interlocutor can be summarized in a few figures, 
during the government of Michael Manley and his People's National Party (PNP), 
the gross national product increased each year, reducing the average income of 
Jamaican citizens by 25 percent in 8 years, The country's foreign exchange 
reserves went from 90 million dollare to leas than 900 million dollars [sic], 
The cost of Living increased by J18 percent. But for rare exceptions, such as 
coffee and rum, the production of the majority of farm products declined by 

10 to 40 percent. Finally, bauxite extraction, the main legal source of foreign 
exchange for the comtry, dropped by 50 percent between 1972 and 1978, 


The People's National Party, the main defendant, offers in its defense the 
familiar argumente of Third=World progressives: we wanted to build 4 wore just, 
more egalitarian, more humane society, We wanted to give back hie dignity to the 
black @an, We established links throughout the world with those who share these 
poale, even if we differ on the means of achieving them. It was then that we 

came up against the power of the Western economic structure, which turned upon us, 
both domestically and abroad, This is the plea of the PNP, 


The private sector quickly became the fierce enemy of Manley's socialist govern- 
ment. Since 1975, tte opposition has been evidenced mainly in the emigration of 
the most competent cadres and the flight of capital. Once launched into his 
social polley, literacy, construction, rural electrification and other programs 
and plagued by inflation and rising oil prices, Manley had no choice but to turn 
to the International Monetary Fund (IMF), as a source of credit and the key to the 
private banke which check on the certificate of good management it issues before 
opening their coffers. 


Manley's supporters are persuaded that the IMF entered into a veritable scheme of 
machination. Alternating flexibility and firmness, it imposed draconian measures 
the goal of which was to correct financial management, but which had the effect 

of suppressing the social programs. However the administrative corrections did 
not suffice to ensure recovery, because the businessmen were opposed to the 
government for political reasons. And when all was said and done, the main credit 
was not r cased. “The IMF experts imposed a condition in the end which they knew 
“a8 unace table to us,” says Norman Girvan, former director of the national 
plansing  eney. “Thus they forced us to break off negotiations knowing that, 
because of our democratic principles, we would have to turn to the electors for an 
opinion on our policies, but under the worst possibie conditions.” 


Who Profits from the Crime’ 


According to the PNP, the campaign to destroy stability was pursued on three 
levels. The first involved the exercise of “selective” violence in the tradition- 
ally progressive sectors of Kingston, in order to frighten the supporters of the 
regime (6 months ago sophisticated weapons of American origin were brought into 
jamaica; } weeks after Seaga's victory, “crime” declined by half. The second 

line of destabilization was a campaign to discredit the government, waged 
essentially by the GLeaneg faction. The third involved an effort to undermine the 


security forces, to prevent the government from appealing to them for the 
reestablishment of order as it did in 1976 when the state of emergency was decreed. 
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lhe strength of the arguments of Manley's friends lies in the adage well known to 
detectiveenovel enthusiasts, according te which one looks to see who profits from 
the crime, in this case, it ia the Jamaican Labor Party (JLP), which after 8 years 
in the opposition has returned in triumph to power, It ia in fact improper to 
speak of a JLP “plot,” given the information we have, but it was at least easy for 
the new prime minister to foresee the difficulties his country would experience 
thanke to his excellent contacts with the private sector, and to the fact that he 
had been for some years governor of the International Monetary Fund, 


The JLP, for ite part, ascribes the seriousness of the crisis experienced by 
Jamaica, and thus its electoral triumph, to the “irresponsibility” of the PNP 
leaders, their inflammatory speeches, and their passion for symbolic revolutionary 
geetures, Businessmen admit that they could only count 3} decisions in 

8 years likely to affect them because of their direct repercussions on production, 
The ftiret was the imposition of a special 7,.5<percent tax on bauxite extraction, 

In response to this, the American and Canadian companies reduced the production 
of their Jamaican mines by 50 percent. The second measure cited was the establish- 
ment of a very timid agrarian reform program, entirely offset by the indemnification 
of the former owners, the main two aspects of the program being the establishment 
of cooperatives at the sugar mille and the leasing by the state, to poor 

peasants, of plote it had previously purchased. The third measure was the estab- 
Lishment of six state companies for foreign trade in the main export products, as 
well as import and exchange controle, when the economic difficulties were becoming 
more acute. The most important nationalization efforts of the Manley government 
involved the repurchase of tourist facilities which were in difficulties, and 

thus were welcomed by the private sector.

jamaican businessmen say however that they were frightened by the "rhetoric" of 
the former prime minister and his friends. His most scandalous characteristic was 
in their eyes his friendship with Fidel Castro. This friendship, which began in 
1974, emerged in spectacular fashion at the summit meeting of nonaligned nations 
held in Havana in September of 1979. In a speech which provoked comment, in 
Washington in particular, Manley said that the anti-imperialist forces in the 
region were stronger than ever, for they had benefited "from a movement and a man, 
a catalyst and a rock--the Cuban revolution and Fidel Castro." Several days after 
his return from Cuba, Manley, who already enjoyed the support of the Workers’ 
Party of Jamaica (communist), appointed 0. K. Duncan, a Marxist known for his 
Organizational capacity, to the post of secretary general of his party. 


Whenever they speak of Duncan, his adversaries recall that 15 days before the 
elections, he raised his fist in a church and sang a revolutionary hymn at the 
conclusion of the religious service held to honor a PNP candidate who had been 
assassinated. This was an unforgiveable gesture made before the television 
cameras in a country in which religious feelings are very strong and the evangel- 
ical churches of United States origin are very powerful. 


it is difficult to choose between these equally exaggerated images ("capitalist 
plot” as opposed to “leftist irresponsibility"). They seem in fact to have been 
combined. The relations with the IMF illustrate this collusion. There can be no 
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doubt that Seaga drafted his atrategy on the basis of his knowledge of the 
institution and its principles, The PNP for ite part does not seem to have been 
able tu choose between the policy proposed by the social democratic faction and 
that of the Marxist arm, If he had not turned to the IMF, Manley would not have 
been forced to suspend his social programa in such draconian fashion, If on the 
other hand he had pursued the undertaking to the end, he would at least have 
derived from it economic advantages the social and political effects of which would 
have been evident, 


Serious though it may be (it now has only 8 seatea out of 60), the defeat of the 
PNP is not catastrophic (it won 42 percent of the vote), The difference between 
the two figures ia the result of the electoral districting, which favors the rural 
areas, The majority of the JLP deputies come precisely from the rural zones, 
where the “rhetoric” caused fear, while the supply difficulties were particularly 
keenly felt, 


Manley's party has a solid infrastructure, which should allow it to recover from 
the blow. But some observers are concerned about the fact that no one in Manley's 
entourage had foreseen the defeat. They see therein an indication of alienation 
from the reality in the country. 


the stakes are great. The JLP will from now on have definite power and economic 
support from domestic and international business circles. The GLEANER itself 
expresses concern: "It is the future of the two-party system which is at stake," 
ites editor, Oliver Clirke, says.

it. The Hazards of the "Puerto Rican Model” 


Kingeton=-Since his election as prime miuister on 28 October, Edward Seaga has 
sorted out the cards he plans to play in order to get the economy of the country 
soing again. The triumph by Reagan, for whom the Jamaican Labor Party does not 
conceal its sympathy, and of whom it expects an "aggressive" Caribbean policy, is 
a high trump card. Already the American travel agencies have rediscovered the 
charms of the Jamaican beaches, and they expect the number of reservations to 
shoot up again. 


A number of groups of American businessmen have already made the trip to Kingston. 
For example, Seaga met for several hours on 8 November with one of the leaders of 
one of the major multinational companies in the region--Gulf and Western. The 
representative with whom the prime minister talked proposed among other things 
that the sugar mills converted into workers’ cooperatives by the preceding 
government be bought back again. 
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In exchange, he promised to aid Seaga in resolving supply problema tor the 
Christmas holidays (Jamaica imports 70 percent of ite foodatuffs). Venesuela, 
for ite part, has speeded up the implementation of an agreement calling for the 
supply of ofl under favorable conditions. In leas than a month, it has sent 
three delegations, 


The shelves of the large atores and certain other businesses have in a few days 
been miraculously filled (the goods were stocked prior to the elections). The 
psychological impact of the triumph of the pro-American party, the defender of the 
market economy, has already begun to bear fruit, but in order to establish a more 
solid base for itself, the government has undertaken to reestablish order by 
arranging for the arrest of a number of "suapectsa" in the opposing party. Finally, 
the prime minister announced on 7 November that businessmen could have recourse 

to the black market in dollars without being liable to prosecution. This measure 
comes down to legalizing trade in "ganja" (the local marihuana), the country's 
leading source of foreign exchange. Seaga said on 23 November that no scientific 
study had been capable of establishing definitively that this weed is bad for the 
health of those who consume it, 


Foreign exchange income is our most important problem, Seaga says. According 
to him the coffers were empty on the day of his triumph, and he must find 
$150 million between now and the end of the year. 


In addition to "ganja" and the goodwill of business circles, the new prime 
minister is relying on two main sources of foreign exchange. The International 
Monetary Fund should grant the credit requested by an "orthodox" government and 
one headed by one of its former governors more readily. On the other hand, 

Seaga said recently that the simplest way in which the United States could aid his 
government would be to increase its aluminum stocks, making use of Jamaican ore. 


The leader of the Jamaican Labor Party fully intends in this way to effect the 
economic recovery of his country in 3 years. The goal in the first stage (1981) 
is to halt the decline, constant for 7 years now, in the gross national product, 
putting back into service the some 60 percent of the productive capacity of the 
country which has not been utilized in these recent years. 


Sweat Money 


In a second stage, the government hopes to attract the Jamaican businessmen who 
left the country to escape Manley's socialism. The third year, finally, should 
see the arrival of the holders of foreign capital, who, it is believed, despite 
the indications of their goodwill, will be cautious when it comes to decisions. 


This strategy pertains to what the JLP calls the "Puerto Rican,” or again South 
Korean, model. It calls for profiting from the proximity of the United States-- 
the largest market in the world--in order to open the country totally to foreign 
capital and technology, relying mainly on manpower which is high-quality but less 
costly than U.S. manpower.

A number of difficulties, having te de net only with supplies ef foreign exchange, 
must however be overcome by Seaga’s gevernmment, The firet has to do with the 
world economic efisis and the fact that the countries wanting to adopt such a 
development stfategy afe humerous, in this region and elsewhere, 


"An inefeaee in strategic stecks of aluminum would in fact provide substantial 
aid,” says an official at the 0.5. embassy, “but it must first of all be approved 
by the Congress, and our feeds ifn thie sector are not obvious.”

Moreover the government cannot ignore the 
existence of JS<percent unemployment among the potentially active population. But 
in order to be competitive, businessmen would prefer, if one is to believe their 
initial statements, projects with "a high capital content” to others which could 
create large numbers of jobs. The SITU, at least, will not cause too many diffi- 

sities on this point “We will, alas, be foreed to give our members priority 
over petential workers,” Cliff Stone says. 


Seage ie perfeetiy wel) aware of these problems. He waged his campaign with 
astonishing mastery, and today enjoys the unconditional support of the businessmen 
and the trade-union sembers in his party. He has before him a grace period of 
several monthe, for the gajority of Jamaicans are prepared to judge his policy 

on the basis of resulte sew, rather than the former partisan positions. 


No one doubts that the economic situation will improve. it remains to be seen 
who will benefit fcom thie new situation. For the time being, the governmental 
sreumecnt to the effect that “economic decline” is inevitably anti-social is 
aceepted by the @ajority. The only question to which neither Seaga nor the 
leaders of the JLP have an anewer is how the South Korean model can be reconciled

According Co the report released by the lavestigations Department, the Chilean Rafael 
Alexjandro Mella Latorre visited Paraguay for the first time on 27 November 1979 on 
assign@ent from the gagazine ESTADIO to cover the visit of the Chiiean soccer team 
to Pataguay. 


He returned to Chile 2 daye later=<that is on 29 Noveaber=<-from wheres he came back 
to Paraguay on 14 December, thie time on assignment from the magazine DASBILT. Ac- 
cording to the Investigations Departa@ent he planned to interview Gen Anastacio Somoza. 


The former chief of state had seen his once at 4 supermarket and had warned his 
private bodyguarde. Mella Latorre gade etill another trip te Paraguay on }1 Decem 
ber 1979, 


According to the report, Rafael Mella had served in both the sational guard of the 
former Nicaraguan president and the Sandinist National Liberation Fron. (FSLN). 


As 4 result of thie behavior he had been sentenced to death by the FSLN according to 
the Chilean, his only hope of saving hie life had been to report on Somoza's aove- 
ments in Paraguay. Rafael Mella had reported to hie contacts that the former 
Nicaraguan president soved around Paraguay “calaly and confidently.”

|Excerpts) Cerro Cora: How did you get involved in this eurder’

try, gathering information which was later passed on to the Nicaraguan National Se- 
curity Bureau. My job was to collect information about the Sandiniat Front. Thies 
involved me deeper and deeper. | came into contact with the top leaders of the 
Sandiniet Front and the National Executive Board of the Sandinist Front many times. 
At that time | was well acquainted with the organization, and as «a result of this 

| became deeply involved with these people. After the war was over the Sandinist 
front took over the files of the Nationas Security Bureau and there they found 
records of names and documents which I had reported on. They used this material 

to compel me to work for them, threatening to harm ay family in Chile and also 
threatening to kill me. This was the strongest threat to force me to do the job. 


Cerro Cora: If you @ant to make any further statement we would like to give you the 
“pportunity to do 8o,

Mella: Well, they were confident because | had no police record and had had no 
problem whatsoever, ever, Besides, I had to carry out an evaluation of the social, 
political and economic situation after the fact. These reports had to be sent out 
every 10 days.

SUGAR INCREASE=-Port-of=Spain, Dec, 19 (CANA)=-Trinidad and Tobago's state-owned 
sugar company, Caroni Limited, has forecast a 44,000-tonne increase in sugar pro- 
duction next year, compared with 1980, Caroni said it expected the 1981 harvest 

to vield more than 151,400 tonnes sugar, compared with this year's 107,000 tonnes-- 
already described as one of the worst ever, The drop in production=-from an 
original target of 147,000 tonnes--was attributed by the company to factory prob- 
lems, late start to the crop and transportation difficulties. Caroni, in describ 
ing the 1981 crop as one of the worst, predicted a loss of 144 million dollars

ATTACKS ON POLICE=-Port-of-Spain, Trinidad: (CANA)--Two more policemen have been 
hospitalised following separate shooting and stabbing incidents over the last 
weekend. Constable Dennis Hendricks of the Princess Town Police Station in 
South Trinidad was in a serious condition after being shot as he was about to 
arrest a man for the possession of marijuana. Police Constable Druala Dwarika 
of a Port-of-Spain, Police Station, received stab wounds on the shoulder and 
chest while questioning a man involved in a dispute. Last Monday, the Police 
Service here paid tribute to Corporal Carl Logan, shot dead on Thursday last 
week while conducting enquiries into the larceny of a motor cycle. A labourer 
of Eastern Trinidad has been charged with Corporal Logan's murder. Five police 


officers have been killed on duty in the last 10 years. [Text] [Georgetown
